JEFFERSON CITY fMPA) — An investigation of the 
management, operation and physical properties of the Mis­ 
souri State Fair was requested today in a resolution intro­ 
duced in the state House of Representatives. 
Rep. F. E. Rob inson, Knox County Democrat, who spon­ 
sored the resolution, said the present operation of the fair 
is “a thorn in the side of the average farmer.” 
The resolution called for a 
seven memb er committee of 
the House to investigate the 
fair and report b ack to the 
House and the governor with­ 
in the next 12 months. The 
committee would b e empow­ 
ered to investigate any mat­ 
ters pertaining to the fair 
which it “might deem appro­ 
priate and necessary.” 
The expentet for the committee 
would b e paid from the House 
coDtingeDt fuiul. According to the 
resolution the investigation would 
have as its purpose making the 
fair "a more ^fec|ive instrument 
for the development 
agriculture 
in this state, thereb y enhancing 
attendance, munb er of participants 
and success of the fair at Sed^a.” 
Rob inson said the proposed in­ 
vestigation has the sanction of the 
new commissioner of agriculture. 
John Sam Williamson, and the new 
secretary of the fair, M, C. Ervin. 
The resolution said the inade­ 
quate amount of agricultural ma­ 
chinery displi^ed aft the fair is a 
great disappointm^ to farmers. 
U said the interest d ia lle d in 
agricultural exhihita has “dirin- 
dled alarmingly and comparM on- 
favorab le wiUi that displayed at 
county fairs.”

JEFFERSON CITY (J^-Fo^ the 
fifth time in little over a year, 
Missouri voters will b e asked 
April 2 to amend their state Con­ 
stitution. 
This time, b y fast action of the 
Legislature and the cooperation of 
Gov. James T. Blair the voters 
will decide whether legislative pay 
should b e increased. 
Legislators get $125 a month 
now, round trip mileage to the 
capital once a session and $10 a 
day expense money each day they 
answer the first roll call. 
The proposal coming up Tues­ 
day, April 2 — the same day as 
municipal and school elections — 
would give the lawmakers $300 a 
month and round trip mileage 
once a week. The $10 a day ex­ 
penses would b e unchanged. 
The governor insured a quick 
vote on the proposed constitutional 
amendment yesterday b y calling 
the special election a few hours 
after he had signed a b ill making 
it possib le. 
He said he would not interfere 
b ecause it was something referred 
b y the Legislature to the voters 
for thir decision. But he virtually 
endorsed the plan b y calling pres­ 
ent legislative pay “outrageously 
low.” 
“The legislative b ranch 
has 
fallen far b elow the executive and 
judicial b ranches in pay,” b e said. 
Legislators share governmental 
responsib ility with the memb ers 
of 
the executive 
and judicial 
b ranches. They draw $1,500 a year. 
The governor as head of the ex­ 
ecutive b ranch gets ^,000. Su­ 
preme Court judges are paid 
$17,500 plus sub stantial retirement 
b enefits..

They also voted 2,700 to 564 for 
a four-year levy of $1.90 per $100 
valuation to finance school opera­ 
tions. 
Another b ig school b ond pro­ 
posal of $680,000 was approved 
2,008 to 740 at Carthage. The 
money will b uild a new junior 
high and enlarge and improve 
other b uildings. 
At Neosho a $360,000 issue car­ 
ried 992 to 327 for an addition to 
the high school. The federal gov­ 
ernment will add $216,000 to the 
fund. 
Sedalians voted 4,167 to 620 in 
favor of $2,700,(X)0 in b onds to b uy 
the Sedalia Water Co. from pri­ 
vate ownership. 
At Joplin three b ond issue* 
totaling 3^ million dollars were 
defeated. They included a Vk mil­ 
lion school proposal which took it* 
second defeat in an unusually 
heavy turnout. The school vote 
was 5,079 for to 3,163 against, 
lacking the needed two-third ma­ 
jority.

not even get simple majorities. 
In Mexico the citizens turned 
thumb s down on a two million dol­ 
lar highway and street project b y 
voting 1,487 to 1,304 against a 
$275,000 b ond proposa.

Re­ 
gardless of th e detergent or cleaner 
u sed, rinse th e residu e away com­ 
pletely with clear water before you 
apply wax. 
Failu re to flu sh away th e residu e 
can weaken th e water-resistance 
of self-polish ing waxes. Or it can 
cau se th e wax su rf« ^ to remain 
tacky or streaked and u nevenly 
polish ed. 
A common fau lt is applying too 
mu ch wax too frequ ently and fail­ 
ing to remove th e bu ild-u p of coats 
of wax periodically. Mu ltiple coata 
of wax h ave a yellowing effect on 
th e floor, th e experts explained. 
And in th is over-age film th ere is 
u su ally dirt trapped, wh ich adds 
to th e discoloration. 
To remove a bu ild-u p probably 
win requ ire a acru bbing with com­ 
mercial floor cleaner dilu ted ac­ 
cording to directions on th e can. 
For h igh -reain self-polish ing waxes, 
you may wairt to add a qu arter of 
a cu p of ammonia to th e solu tion 
for greater efficiency. 
Wh en you re-wax, apply a th in 
film and go particu larly easy iai 
th e non-traffic areas near th e 
baseboards. 
Anoth er important factor in pre­ 
serving th e good appearance of th e 
floor ia daily u se of a dry du st 
mop, broom or vacu u m cleaner to 
remove loose su rface dirt. 
It is 
u su sJly gritty and tends to abrade 
th e wax film. 
Spots th at don’t respond to nor­ 
mal scru bbing are a familiar find 
in my h ou seh old. Before waxing, 
scru b th e stain or spot with a 
small amou nt of commercial floor 
cleaner dilu ted in water. Deposits 
of food, gu m, tar m* th e like sh ou ld 
first be scraped with a du ll knife 
to remove th e excess, th en treated 
with scou ring powder, steel wool or 
dry cleaning flu id (depending on 
th e stain and th e type of flooring). 
Th e experts advise not to u se 
dry cleaning flu id on asph alt or 
ru bber tile. Ch lorine bleach es are 
not u su ally recommended for u se 
on resilient flooring, especially old­ 
er su rfaces wh ich may h ave be­ 
come porou s and cou ld be affected 
by loss of color. 
Th e su ccess o ( removing spots 
and "tou ch ing u p” a damp mopped 
floor to avoid an overall cleaning 
and waxing job depends in part on 
th e kind of wax you ’re u sing. Some 
of th e new liqu id self-polish ing wax­ 
es don’t h ave th e h a ^ gloss finish 
of a h igh -resin self-polish ing wax 
and can be u sed more easily for 
tou ch u ps, I was told. 
A rag dampened with one of th e 
new waxes can be ru bbed briskly 
over an area to remove a water- 
solu ble spot and leave th e area 
waxed. Su ch a wax finish can be 
bu ffed to restore th e sh ine and 
postpone a complete treatment.

Ballantine said a report by the

The palate closes 
off the sound to the nasal passage 
Whitney explained, and when there 
is a cleft in the palate the sound 
igoes through the nasal p^sage 
causing the nasal sound in the 
speech. Fortunately, he said, great 
strides have b een made in cor­ 
recting this b y surgery. 
Cereb ral nalsy is another cause 
why children cannot talk, b ecause 
they cannot use the muscles. This 
is helped with speech therapy 
There are also other disea.scs that 
effect the muscles. 
.Another thing that causes defec­ 
tive speech, the speaker said, is 
emotional disturb ance within the 
child. Children can’t b e under­ 
stood and they get upset. Then 
there is the fear of making a mis­ 
take. Stuttering grows from such 
a fear. Often they are teased b y 
a relative, neighb or or some other 
child and they suffer emb arrass­ 
ment from b eing laughed at. 
“A speech therapist must have 
a lot of patience,” Whitney said, 
people often say to him. b ut he 
explained it d o^ not take patience. 
All it takes is knowing b ow fast 
you can’t go. Speech, he said, is
